He left Lockbourne more than 
27 months ago when the 
glider 
school 
moved out. Between 
then 
and 
now. he 
served overseas 
17 
months in the Southwest Pacific as 
commander of a B-24 heavy bom­ 
bardment group and covered him­ 
self with many decorations for his 
job. 
Directed Glider Training 
Colonel Burnham was only a 
captain when he moved into Lock­ 
bourne with the first group of of­ 
ficers and men to open the base in 
June, 1942. Under Colonel O. M. 
B alin g er, commanding officer, he 
was director of training and execu­ 
tive officer. 
He moved to S tuttgart, Ark. 
with the gliders on October I. 1942 
when the school was closed here, 
and remained at the Arkansas 
base until February. 1943 when he 
went to Hendricks Field, Sebring, 
Fla., for a transition course in the 
B-17 Flying Fortress. 
Colonel Burnham went overseas 
on June I. 1943, landing at the 
New Hebrides Islands where he be­ 
came for a short while, A-3 of the 
13th Air Force.
